Cooperation has been a necessary part of the 
relocation of a 125 year-old Pioneer Log Cabin 
from G abriel Mills to the Lions Recreational 
Park on Austin Avenue. Many persons have con­ 
tributed tim e, money and labor to dism antle, 
move, and authentically reconstruct the cabin. 
The culm ination of these efforts will be the 
dedication of the cabin and the Liberty Tree, a 
Tejas pecan, at 2 p. rn. Sunday. The Georgetown 
High School Choir and Stage Band will provide 
entertainm ent during the program . 
Mr. and Mrs. Em ile Jam ail of Austin donated 
the log cabin to the City of Georgetown and the 
Georgetown Bicentennial Commission (GBC). 
The Georgetown Bicentennial H eritage Com­ 
m ittee, co-chaired by Mrs. Clara Scarbrough 
and Mike Riddle, conceived the idea of moving 
and restoring the log cabin as part of their pro­ 
ject. Adopted as an official Bicentennial task by 
the GBC, it is the first perm anent project to be 
com pleted. 
A Liberty T ree was provided to each county by

The cabin was built between 1850 and 1854 on 
land owned by Samuel M ather, the first settler 
of the G abriel Mills area. The land was later 
owned by Benjam in K. Stuart. 
The one-room cabin was constructed with 
native hardwood that w eathered well, held 
together only by its hand-hewn, square-notched 
corners. L ater additions to the cabin lay in rub­ 
ble around the original cabin. The hand-hewn 
lim estone fireplace and chim ney also stood in­ 
tact. 


Edw ard Valdez erected the chimney and 
fireplace when it was moved.

Part of the problem with having a national birthday party 
in an election year is that partisan carping and caterwauling 
by the outs is pertinent to the political process. 
In 1876 - when our nation celebrated its hundredth birth­ 
day — the second term of Ulysses Grant was ending in a 
cacophanv of unparallelled scandals. 
When Grant appeared personally to open the Centennial 
exposition in Philadelphia, he was booed! 
In 1876 our nation was in the depths of the deepest depres­ 
sion in its history and going deeper 
THE CITIES WERE IN TROUBLE The streets of New 
York City were less safe than now 
Horse-dung pollution spread epidemic disease. 
Mosquito infestation decimated the population. 
City government was so corrupt that to this day nobody 
knows how many tens of millions of dollars Boss Tweed and 
his political henchmen stole. 
In 1876 Henry Adams wrote, ‘ Both parties are impossibly 
corrupt.” 
Walt Whitman wrote, “ Society in these states is crude, 
superstitious and rotten. Americans live in an atmosphere of 
hypocrisy, depravity. 
. .Government at all levels is 
saturated 
in corruption, 
bribery, falsehood, 
m alad­ 
ministration.” 
Of 1876 William Graham Sumner wrote, “ Impending 
problems might impose an unbearable strain on self­ 
government.” 
In 1876 our American Indian minority rebelled against 
atrocities and deprivation by massacring Custer and his men 
at the Little Big Horn. 
AMERICAN WOMEN were protesting through their 
National Woman’s Suffrage Assn that “ the men of this na­ 
tion are political monarchs 
. the women of this nation 
have greater cause for discontent, rebellion and revolution 
than did our fathers of 1776.” 
So a hundred years ago there were problems to be solved 
and wrongs to be righted 
Historian Arthur Schlesinger 
suggests that the critics spawned the reforms. 
He believes that we must, as our fathers did, respond con­ 
structively by solving problems, righting wrongs 
AND SO WE SHOULD, and so we will. 
Since 1876 horse pollution, if not altogether remedied by 
technology, has been minimized 
Since 1876 the cities did survive — and thrive. 
Social inequities have been modified; the dark depression 
turned out to be lined with gold. 
And midst all the mischief, all the malcontent, and against 
all the ominous odds and despite all the dire predictions, we 
the people, prevailed 
And ever will.

In 
som e crim es, crim es without w itnesses, they kill their 
victim s on the old theory that “ dead people tell no 
tales. 
Even if they are apprehended and convicted of 
m urder, they know they will escap e the death penalty 
and be back on the streets before long.

French hail Ie bicentennaire’

Washington 
Two hundred years ago, they sent us a 
political best seller, Lafayette, and 6 000 
soldiers. 
One hundred years ago, they sent the 
Statue of Liberty 
This bicentennial year, the French are 
.sending their President, one-quarter of 
their naval manpower, gifts for Indepen­ 
dence Hall and Mount Vernon, and French- 
accented commemorations the length and 
breadth of Main Street America from 
Yorktown, Virginia, to Honolulu 
It s all to remind us that the French, 
despite Charles de Gaulle and countless 
tiffs, remain Americans’ oldest allies. 
The price of 200 years of friendship, in 
France’s case, is a hefty $4 million - or 
four times as much as our common foe 
back in 1776, Britain, is spending on the 
bicentennial

For reasons having as much to do with 
trade and diplomacy as with sentimental­ 
ity. the French hope their investment will 
make such names as Lafayette and Ro- 
cflambeau mean more to Americans than 
merely the names of county seats in 
Indiana or Louisiana, or of an undistin­ 
guished bridge in Washington, D C. 
One of the first of what promises to 
become a second expeditionary force from 
France is, fittingly enough, the descendant 
of the 18th-century Frenchman who ex­ 
erted perhaps the earliest influence on the 
American Revolution. 
He is a trim, courtly nobleman with 
twinkly eyes and a name resurrected from 
dimly remembered American high-school 
history textbooks. Montesquieu. 
His ancestor, as Baron Henri de Mon­ 
tesquieu patiently reminds his American 
hosts, predicted 35 years before it hap­ 


pened that “ Britain would be the first 
country to be given up by her colonies.” He 
later wrote a book of political philosophy, 
widely read in the 13 colonies, which 
implanted the idea of the United States’s 
three equal branches of government (exec­ 
utive, legislative, and judicial). 
The early Montesquieu’s grandson, a 
chum of George Washington, fought with 
the 6,000 French troops under General de 
Rochambeau who helped defeat the British 
in the decisive battle at Yorktown in 1781. 
“ The first tie [between the Montesquieus

price tag of the Statue of Liberty a century 
ago. 
• French President Giscard d’Estaing will 
roar in aboard the Concorde supersonic 
jetliner in May to dedicate it. 
An earlier d’Estaing, an 18th-century 
French admiral, made a similar foray to 
aid colonial troops at Boston and Savannah. 
Now a combined force of 10,000 French 
* sailors will peacefully visit 40 American 
ports throughout the year. 
Americans also will play host to eight 
times as many French artists as in previous 
years — from the melancholy voice of folk- 
singer Patrick Kerval to the splendor of the 
Paris Opera. 
The “ bicentennaire” spirit is even wash­ 
ing back across the Atlantic to France. 
American tourists, who sometimes have 
felt less than entirely welcome there in 
recent years, will be offered free trans­ 
portation on July 4 from Paris to Versailles 
where the Franco-American alliance was 
first forged 
French television will air a 26-episode 
series recreating the American Revolu­ 
tion, much of it filmed on location here.

The beginnings of a “ stop-Carter” move now are being 
seen. 
Other Democratic candidates or their staffs are passing 
along the word: “ Carter is ambiguous.” “ Carter is fuzzy.” 
“ Carter is avoiding the issues. ” 
Birch Bayh, while emphasizing his friendship with the 
former Georgia governor, charges Jim m y Carter with 
“ raising false hopes” among opponents of abortion by 
suggesting there is a legislative solution to the problem. 
Morris Udall says Mr. Carter seems to be (Hi both sides of 
the issue on right-to-work laws — those state laws which 
prohibit unions from mandating membership as a job 
prerequisite. 
Thus, a new element is being inserted into the fight for the 
Democratic nomination — candidate scuffling and bickering 
is beginning to show its head. Until now the Democrats have 
mainly been attacking the President and his record. All this 
reflects Mr Carter’s growing strength and the threat he now 
poses to the other contenders. 
Mr. Carter, himself, got into this intraparty jabbing by 
indicating Hubert Humphrey’s ideas were too antiquated for 
the Democrats this year. Mr. Humphrey did not like what he 
thought he heard. And Mr. Carter apologized — but not quite 
He seemed to be saying he was sorry while still holding his 
ground.

President Ford and Ronald Reagan still remain fairly 
gentlemanly toward each other. 
Mr. Reagan’s formidable organizational strength in New 
Hampshire and Florida has caused the President to seek to 
stimulate his own campaigns in both these primary states. 
The President has nearly abandoned his door-to-door 
campaigning plan for those two states. Instead, he will depend 
on a massive phone-calling effort. 
Mr. Ford did some personal campaigning over the 
weekend, in both Michigan and Virginia — although his words 
could be described as “ presidential. ” 
Next week the President plunges into the New Hampshire 
campaign - with his first visit there for months. The 
following weekend, he will be seeking to further his political 
interests in Florida.

AUSTIN — Just when it look­ 
ed like the Railroad Commis­ 
sion race would be about as 
colorful as a parade of albino 
mice, who do you think jumped 
in to add pigmentation to the 
picture? 
Why none other than the 
Honorable Je rry Sadler of 
Palestine and the Honorable 
Woodrow Wilson Bean of El 
Paso, a pair of crusty warriors 
who go back a long way in the 
state’s political shenanigans. 
Sadler wants to return to the 
job he first won in 1938 when he 
started all of that pleasant tom­ 
foolery of having a hillbilly 
band play at his rallies. 
It was reported that he had no 
fewer than 28 fistfights during 
that campaign, and he never 
shied away from a fight in later 
years. Later, while serving in 
the Legislature he slugged a 
colleague who had called him a 
“ side kick” of Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev. 
A few years later, while ser­ 
ving as land commissioner, he 
choked Rep. Jake Johnson of 
San Antonio during a dispute 
over sunken treasure off the 
Gulf Coast. 
When a radio reporter asked 
Sadler, “ Are you choking the 
representative?” he released 
Johnson and went after the 
reporter. 
The salty , snuff-dipping 
Sadler (he took a two-year 
supply to Europe during World 
War II) was reprimanded by 
the Legislature for his handling 
of the sunken treasure case and 
the Senate the same year issued 
a publication that said he was 
ineffective in controlling water 
pollution by oil and gas com­ 
panies. 
That report was written by a 
young man named Terance 
O’Rourke, who just happens to 
be candidate this year for the 
R ailroad Com m ission. The 
report was dismissed by the 
Land Office as a “ political at­ 
tack 
on Sadler who was then 
en route to defeat by current 
Land 
C o m m issio n er Bob 
Armstrong. 
Over the years. Sadler also 
lost two campaigns for gover­ 
nor , but it wasn’t because he 
didn’t know how to be colorful. 
His prose wasn’t purple, it was 
ultra-violet. 
Once he cam paigned in 
Houston wearing a bell hop un­ 
iform (a job he once held) and 
told his crowd, “ I am not 
ashamed of the habilitations of 
labor. 
Those high political 
binders, those air-conditioned 
sit-dow n ca n d id a te s w ill 
Probably turn up their noses 
when they learn I wore a bell 
boy s uniform. They turn up 
their noses at plain people.” 
Bean likes to turn on the 
oratory too, and in 1962 was 
c lo s e 
to b e in g e le c t e d 
congressman-at-large when it 
was disclosed that he hadn’t 
paid his income tax in IO years. 
Woody allowed that the tax 
was “ immoral,” but the federal 
government went ahead and 
convicted him on misdemeanor 
charges and gave him a five 
sear suspended sentence and a 
$5,000 fine. The State B ar 
snatched away his law license 
for two years 
Shortly after he got the 


license back he was in court 
defending singer Johnny Cash 
on narcotics charges, although 
he has been working for years 
to dry up the drug traffic across 
the Mexican border. 
Bean s an orphan who was 
raised at the F o rt Worth 
Masonic Home a f te r his 
parents died when he was five, 
and he was first elected to the 
legislature while still a student 
at SMU. In 1950, he became the 
first lawmaker to be called to 
active duty in the Korean War 
as a first lieutenant in the 
Marines. 
His most turbulent years 
were spent as El Paso County 
Judge, and the Henry Kissinger 
of West Texas he wasn’t. Once 
he stirred his commissioners 
court into getting into a fist- 
fight while dining at a posh 
private club in Austin. 
His political machinations 
have also extended to the State 
Democratic Executive Com­ 
mittee, the State Board of 
Education and most recently to 
an unsuccessful race for mayor 
of El Paso. 
One of my fondest memories 
of Woody stems from the in­ 
come tax charges. I was in 
Mexico when I ran into Bean, 
Archer Parr and a number of 
other South Texas politicos in a 
bar. 
“Pat,” Woody said, “ you’re 
not going back and write that I 
am hiding out in Mexico, are 
you?” 
I asked just what he was do­ 
ing- 
“Hiding out in Mexico,” he 
replied.

Florence council undecided about fire station addition 
The City of Florence post­ 
poned a decision this week on 
whether to add to its fire station 
and agreed to begin reimbur­ 
sing volunteer firemen. 
Meeting Tuesday night, the 
city council also accepted the 
resignation of public librarian 
Dorothy Wales and voted to 
purchase three bottles of com­ 
pressed oxygen. 
CITY M ANAGER L. H. Clark 
was directed by the council to 
draw up estimates for the cost 
of labor and miscellaneous ex­ 
penses to build an 18 by 44-foot 
addition to the Florence fire 
station to serve as a meeting 
and equipment room. 
Lum ber company owner 


Robert Chambers estimated 
cost of materials for the facility 
at $3,34< .75, but the council 
decided to study more detailed 
estimates before determining 
whether to build. 
In other action, councilmen 
voted payment to volunteer 
firemen. They will now receive 
a dollar for every call answered 
outside the Florence city 
limits, two dollars for every 
major fire fought within the 
city limits, and a dollar for 
answering calls within the city. 
In addition, firemen will get 50c 
for each regular drill they at­ 
tend. 


R E Q U I R E M E N T S

receiving payment are that 


firemen be registered members 
of the department and attend 
two-thirds of all drills and 60 
percent of all fire calls. The fire 
chief and assistant chief will 
review personnel records once 
every six months to verify 
attendance. 
But if no water is used on a 
call, no payment will be made 
unless it is a true emergency 
other than a fire.
